Peter Anderſon, Indicted for! a Robbery upon the High-way, commit- 
ted, upon Samuel Newton, and Sammel Blackbourne, from whom were ta- 
ken their Campaigne Coats, Swords, Gold 'Rings and Moneys, numbred 
in all to a conſiderable value. Newton and Blackbourne gave evidence,

Mr. 1illiam Tyndat, Indicted. for the Murder of Thomas Milward Gent. 
Upon the Trial it appeared to be thus, viz. Milward being a Life- 
Gward-man » npon fome controverfy iti Law. agaioft' one Texr?, whoſe 
Eanſe Tyrdal ſcemed to Efpouſe, had conceived a Grudge againſt him, 
and to revenge the ſame, Way-laid him ſeveral days, ( Mr. Tyrdal Lic 
ving at or near the Mews Tard. ) The moſt material Witneſs for the King 
was i Dr:wer, who faid he faw Mr, Milward waying in the Cate-way 
going to the Mews, and that Tyvdal coming by, Milward ſtruck him ſe: 
vezal Blows. with a Cudge], then throwing u away, drew upon him , 
Sweiring Dam yot Dog draw (or ſuch like words.) That Tzxda! ſtobp- 
my”, got up the Stick Milward threw away » and with that defended 
hin} unit ##/mard Cut him mm feveril places, and beat the Stick out 
of his hand, when forced for defence of himſelf, he ſtept Two or Three 
Paces back and drew, that Milward purſued him with great violence; 
and thercupon Tyndal gave him the Wound of which he died. And 
whereas at that rime Tyndal was in Black Cloaths, and Milward in light 
Gray. Two other Witneſſes did ſwear that aſſoon as the Black Man 
came up by the Mews Gate, the White Man took up a Cudgel which 
ſtood by him, and violently ſtruck the Black Man ſeveral Blows, then 
threw the Stick away, and drew upon him in manner according to the 
Drawers Evidence, and that when at laſt the Black Man drew, the 
White Man run upon the very Sword, and that by his violent forcing 
upon the Black Man, bis Death was rather occaſioned, than by any intent 
io the other to kill him. 

Other Witneſſes were that ſaw Afilward ſet that Cudgel behind the 
Gate, and walk about to wait for Tyrdals coming by.
